County MP quits 
leadership race 

‘Shattered’ South Northants MP Andrea 
Leadsom has pulled out of the race to be the 
next Tory party leader and Prime Minister, 
just four days after she made the final two. 

The Energy Minister dropped the bombshell 
on Monday that she was quitting the contest, 
following a row over comments she made to 
The Times, suggesting being a mother made 
her a better choice for PM than Theresa May. 

The former banker had apologised to the 
Home Sectrerary for the remark, insisting her 
words had been taken out of context, but it 
failed to stop what her campaign manager 
Tim Loughton MP describes as ‘very personal 
attacks’ by colleagues and journalists. 

Mrs Leadsom said she would have been 
honoured to be the Tory leader, but concluded 
‘the interests of our country are best served 
by the immediate appointment of a strong 
and well-supported prime minister.”

‘Fly high angel’ 

Popular man from Northampton, 23, dies at music festival

Tributes are pouring in for a 
young Northampton man who 
died at a music festival in 
Milton Keynes at the weekend. 

Liam McEwan, 23, fell ill 
while at the Electric Daisy 
Carnival gig at the National 
Bowl in the early hours of 
Sunday morning. 

Police and ambulance servic¬ 
es were called to the scene at 
1.23am, but sadly he was later 
pronounced dead. 


Thames Valley Police say the 
former Mereway Community 
College pupil’s death is not 
being treated as suspicious. 

A post-mortem examination 
took place on Tuesday, but 
Milton Keynes Coroners say 
further tests will now be car¬ 
ried out to try to determine the 
cause of death. 

Following the news of Mr 
McEwan’s passing, tributes 
have flooded in on social 
media, describing him as ‘a 
cheeky chap’ who ‘always had a 


smile’ and ‘never caused harm’. 

A Just Giving page has been 
set up by one of his friends to 
raise money to help pay for the 
funeral. 

A target of £500 was set on 
Monday, but at the time the 
H&P went to press last night, 
the total stood at over £1,000. 

Many more tributes have 
been left on the fundraising 
page, with many saying he was 
‘taken too soon’, while others 
said ‘fly high angel’ and ‘dance 
with the angels’.

It ended with a 2-1 victory 
for England. 

After the game I wrote: 
“Hope hung around the sta¬ 
dium in Lens for such a long 
time you would have 
thought it had a season tick¬ 
et. 

There have been games in 
the past where it and the fat 
lady have left so early you 
wondered if there was taxi 
strike starting after the 
game. 

But that is the nature of the 
beast, it give you hope just to 
take it away at the last min¬ 
ute. 

“For the Welsh fans, the 
game was nearly over, it was 
heading for a draw and then 
boom with minutes left on 
the clock, which at times is 
no ones friend, Daniel 
Sturidge, scored to give 
England victory.” 

The next game was Russia 
who were remarkably dis¬ 
patched 3-0 by Wales. This 
was the same night England 
drew 0-0 with Slovakia and 


finished second in the 
group. Wales top of the 
group and next up Northern 
Ireland. 

This was not a pretty game, 
it ugly but Wales got over the 
line in a hard fought 1-0 vic¬ 
tory.

“This is exactly what Wales 
did tonight in Lille, they 
were as keen as mustard and 
proved too hot for Belgium 
to handle.” 

In the semi-final it was 
Portugal, the eventual win¬ 
ners of Euro 2016. 

It ended Portugal 2 Wales 
0. The dream was over. 

After the game I wrote: 


Wales were stung twice by a 
Portuguese man o’ war 
tonight in the Euro 2016 
semi-final in Lyon. 

This semi-final sting from 
Portugal hurts as Wales were 
so close, 90 minutes from 
the final but it could just 
have been 24 hours from 
Tulsa by the end. 

Losing in a semi-final is 
like appearing on an old epi¬ 
sode of Bullseye when Jim 
Bowen turned to the two 
unlucky contestants said 
“now let’s see what you 
would have won” and then 
had the curtain pulled 
back.” 

In the end it was not meant 
to be. Wales had got one step 
too far and meant a better 
team on the day. 

What the team had 


achieved was to show the 
Welsh fans what is possible 
and reasons why we do not 
have to stay at home while 
everyone else goes to the 
Euro’s or World Cup’s. 

The country believes our 
time has come and our turn 
to be at the biggest football 
events is now. We have to 
earn the right to qualify but 
we know if we do we can 
compete at the highest level. 

It was a great feeling to see 
Bale, Rambo and Robson-

Greyfriars plans 
to be revealed

Proposals for the former 
Greyfriars bus station site in 
Northampton town centre 
will go on display to the pub¬ 
lic next week, the borough 
council has announced. 

Two developers have put 
forward schemes for 
development on the four acre 
land, once home to the 
‘Mouth of Hell’ which was 
demolished on Mother’s Day 
last year. 

Both proposals - which had 
been due to be put on display 


in April before the council 
decided the proposals 
needed more work - are 
mixed-use schemes that 
include a mix of commercial 
and residential uses. 

The proposals will be put on 
display to the public in the 
Court Room at the Guildhall 
next Monday (July 18) from 
noon until 5.30pm, and next 
Tuesday and Wednesday (July 
19 and 20) from 9am until 
5.30pm. 

A spokesperson for the 
council said: “Visitors will be 
able to see what the schemes 
could look like and under¬ 
stand how they link to the 


rest of the town centre, as 
well as leaving their com¬ 
ments, which will be fed back 
to the developers.” 

Final recommendations on 
which scheme will be taken 
forward will be discussed by 
the Borough Council’s 
Cabinet in September. 

Cllr Tim Hadland, Cabinet 
Member for Planning, 
Regeneration and Enterprise, 
said: “I am looking forward to 
putting these proposals for 
Greyfriars on display, and 
getting feedback. I hope as 
many people as possible will 
attend and share their views 
on the schemes.”

Teary-eyed MP 
quits PM race

The saying ‘a week is a 
long time in politics' 
rung true for a 
Northamptonshire MP 
this week who sensa¬ 
tionally quit the Tory 
leadership race just four 
days after making it to 
the final two. 

South Northants MP 
Andrea Leadsom 
dropped out of the con¬ 
test on Monday following 
a row over a remark she 
made in The Times, 
suggesting being a 
mother made her a better 
candidate for Prime 
Minister than leadership 
rival Theresa May. 

The former banker had 
apologised to the Home 
Secretary for the com¬ 
ments which had sparked 
fury among colleagues 
and members of the 
public, saying ‘how very 
sorry I am for any hurt 
caused’, and adding that 
her words were ‘the com¬ 
plete opposite of what I 
believe’. 

She also told The Daily 


Telegraph that the row 
was ‘shattering’, and that 
it had left her in tears and 
feeling ‘under attack’. 

But despite her apology, 
she decided to step down 
on Monday and just last 
night, Mrs May became 
the new Prime Minister 
of the UK. 

The dramatic week 
started last Thursday 
with Mrs Leadsom 
making the final two in 
the leadership contest 
with 84 votes, a long way 
behind Mrs May’s 199 
votes. 

The same evening, she 
attended a charity 
fundraising event at 
Royal & Derngate in 
Northampton which was 
hosted by the former 
mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson. 

At the event, Mr 
Johnson told the H&P he 
was confident the 
53-year-old energy 
minister would be the 
next PM, adding that she 
has an ‘incredible, posi¬ 
tive vision for how to 
make sense of the Brexit 
decision’. 


But just 24 hours later, 
Mrs Leadsom accused 
The Times of ‘gutter 
journalism’ after they 
published an interview 
with her in which she 
said being a mum gave 
her ‘a real stake in the 
future of our country’. 

And after two days of 
what her campaign 
manager, Tim Loughton 
MP, described as ‘very 
personal attacks’ by 
journalists and 

colleagues, she quit the 
race. 

Mr Loughton, the MP 
for East Worthing and 
Shoreham, then released 
a statement accusing 
colleagues of ‘choosing 
to further their own ends 
by putting smear above 
respect’, and slamming 
journalists of ‘using spin 
and underhand tactics’. 

The question that now 
remains is whether the 
Northants MP will make 
it onto Mrs May’s 
cabinet.

Death dog mum’s sentencing delayed 


A mother who pleaded guilty 
to owning a banned breed of 
dog which killed her baby 
daughter has had her 
sentencing hearing 
adjourned - because she is 
pregnant and has become 
unwell. 

Claire Riley {pictured), 23, 
had been due to be 
sentenced yesterday after 
admitting owning an 
American pitbull called 
Bruiser which mauled six- 
month-old Molly-Mae to 
death in October 2014. 

The baby’s grandmother, 
Susan Aucott, 55, of 
Cliftonville, had been 
babysitting the girl at the 



mother’s previous home in 
Daventry when the attack 
happened, and last month 
pleaded guilty to being in 
charge of the dog. 

But although both Riley, of 
Southfields, and Aucott were 
due to be sentenced this 


week at Northampton Crown 
Court, the case was 
adjourned after the judge 
learned Riley is pregnant, 
and has health issues 
relating to it. 

Instead, Justice Sue Carr 
decided the pair will be 
sentenced on Friday, August 
26. 

Molly-Mae died on October 
3, 2014 following the dog 
attack at her mother’s then 
home in Morning Star Road, 
Daventry. The baby was 
rushed to hospital where she 
died from severe blood loss 
from head wounds. 

The dog was put down at 
the scene.

Road death seen 
on cab dash cam

A corner’s court has heard about the tragic 
death of a pedestrian on the A45 near 
Northampton who was killed when he ran 
straight in front of an oncoming HGV. 

Shaun Lear, 39, formerly of Gallfield Court, 
Bellinge, Northampton, died on December 
15, 2015. 

At the time of the incident, the A45 at this 
stretch was closed for three hours. 

The inquest held yesterday in the Board 
Room at Northampton General Hospital, 
heard how Mr Lear was seen by a number of 
witnesses staggering on the road like he was 
drunk and then crossing the east-bound 
carriageway before climbing over the crash 
barrier and then attempting to cross the two 
lanes heading west towards Northampton at 
the Great Billing turn. 

He was then seen crossing the east-bound 
carriageway and jumping over the crash 
barrier and then crossing one lane on the 
west-bound side. 

Giving his evidence, PC David Watson from 


Northants Police Collision Investigation Unit 
explained that the whole incident which last¬ 
ed three minutes was captured on a dash cam 
placed in the cab of driver Jason Grand. 

PC Watson said: “The footage showed Shaun 
crossing lane one and he was seen for one 
second before he was hit. 

“The normal reaction time for a driver is one 
to one and a half seconds to react. 

“Mr Grand had no time at all to react.” 

Senior Coroner for Northamptonshire, Anne 
Pember said: “I will insert a narrative verdict. 
Mr Lear was on prescription medication and 
had taken cocaine and alcohol. 

“He was a pedestrian on the A45 when he 
crossed over the central reservation and was 
hit by a lorry. There was absolutely nothing 
Jason Grand (the HGV driver) could have 
done.” 

■ In a separate inquest, the death of Stuart 
Clark, 22, from Towcester was deemed an 
open verdict. 

He was found dead at his home address in 
Tyrrell Way, Towcester. 

He had been taking prescription medication 
and had drunk some alcohol. It was not known 
if the combination caused his death. 


Police warning after Ml drivers take pictures of crash 


A Northants Police officer 
who was attending a serious 
collision on the Ml in the 
county last month was left 
‘amazed’ by passing drivers 
who took pictures of the 
scene on their mobile phones. 

A 40-year-old man from 
North Yorkshire was seriously 
injured in the collision, which 


took place on Wednesday, 
June 29 at about 7pm, on the 
southbound carriageway a 
few miles past junction 15. 

While emergency services 
were dealing with incident, 
officers noticed a lot of motor¬ 
ists on the opposite carriage¬ 
way were taking footage of 
the incident on their phones. 


Detective Sergeant Alex 
Massey said he was ‘extreme¬ 
ly annoyed’ by this, saying: 
“It continues to amaze me 
that some people choose to 
be so disrespectful.” 

He warned that drivers have 
been prosecuted for this type 
of offence before, and the 
force will continue to do so.

60 beds to ease 
pressure on A&E

A large two-storey ward 
block has been proposed for 
Northampton General 
Hospital but would be built 
on top of its Accident and 
Emergency department's car 
park resulting in the loss of 
62 spaces. 

The hospital has submitted 
plans to Northampton 
Borough Council through a 
local architect firm, seeking 
consent to build the block in a 
bid to cope with the large 
number of patients using its 
A&E department. 

The building would be 
raised off the ground to allow 
for the use of the current car 
park below to continue, but 
would still result in a loss of 
62 parking spaces. 

The ward itself would 
consist of an ‘assessment 
facility’ on the first floor 
along with 30 short-term bed 
spaces. The second floor 
would house another 30 beds. 

Explaining the need for new 
wards, the plans state: “Due

A police officer from 
Northamptonshire is prov¬ 
ing to be a superhero when it 
comes to fighting child 
sexual exploitation (CSE). 

For the second year running 
PC Rob Stevens, who works 
on the Wellingborough Safer 
Community Team, is spread¬ 
ing the word for people to 
report CSE. 

Northamptonshire Police is 
also urging people across the 
county to be alert to the signs 
a young person is at risk of or 
already a victim of CSE. 

PC Stevens has been able to 
capture the public’s attention 
in the county and indeed 
across the country in helping 
more people become aware 


of the dangers of this type of 
crime. 

As part of his personal 
efforts in raising the issue on 
Twitter he has been congrat¬ 
ulated by police forces across 
the country. 

Among the forces who 
recently tweeted him to say 
they are following his lead are 
Bedfordshire, Surrey, North 
Yorkshire, Avon and Somerset 
and Police Scotland, and this 
does not include fellow 
officers and child caring 
organisations. 

As part of his heroic efforts, 
PC Stevens has changed his 
profile picture on Twitter to 
an image of Spiderman, the 
same he chose last year. 

His actions have prompted 
the chief constable and police 
officers in Northamptonshire 


and beyond to change their 
profile pictures on Twitter to 
help highlight the important 
issue. 

PC Stevens said: “Since I did 
it #team #SuperHero #CSE it 
has grown beyond anything. 
What I wanted to do was 
spread the message to people 
making them aware how 
important it is to report CSE. 

“I didn’t plan anything real¬ 
ly as it is just me and I am glad 
the message has got out to so 
many people. 

“I had so many notifications 
on my phone from people 
about the campaign I thought 
it was going to break. 

“The main thing is to raise 
awareness of CSE and to get 
more people talking about it 
and if they see CSE to report 
it.”

Flat with celebrity pub downstairs 



FOR some drinkers there is 
nothing sadder than the sight of 
a derelict pub. And that’s the fate 
that befell The Cross Keys, a 
former Georgian-era watering 
hole that, like many thousands of 
pubs across the UK, struggled to 
attract enough customers. 

What’s different about The 
Cross Keys is that it’s had some 
very famous customers pass 
through its doors including 
painters JMW Turner, James 
Whistler and James Singer 
Sargent, writer Agatha Christie, 
poet Dylan Thomas, The Rolling 
Stones and reggae star Bob 
Marley. More recent patrons have 
included The Duchess of 
Cambridge, who popped in once 
for a drink, and Piers Morgan 
and Zac Goldsmith, who have 
both campaigned to save it. 

Their efforts were not in vain. 
The pub, which is in on 
Lawrence Street in Chelsea, 
London, was reopened earlier 
this year after a three-year 


closure and a £500,000 refit and 
is now being run by Mark Dyer, 
who has connections to the royal 
family. 

This includes the fact that its 
sister pub, The Brown Cow, is a 
favourite haunt of Prince Harry 
and his high society mates. 

But The Cross Keys is no 


longer just a pub. The upper 
floors have also been given a 
makeover and converted into 
four luxury apartments.

FOR many snooker fans 
Scottish-born Stephen Hendry 
was the greatest player ever and 
his silverware cabinet proves the 
point. 

Not only was he the youngest 
ever World Champion but during 
his 26-year career he won a 
further six world titles and was 
the sport’s world number one for 
eight consecutive seasons, to 
name a few of his achievements. 

At his side during all of these 
years was his wife Mandy who 
he met when he was 16 at a 
Pontins holiday camp. The pair 
married in 1995 and then bought 



a palatial home in Auchterarder, 
an upmarket town next to the 
Gleneagles hotel. Hendry was 
brought up in nearby Fife. 

While living in Auchterarder 
the couple had two sons and it is 


to this property that Hendry 
retired in 2011, honing his 
single-digit golf handicap, 
working as a snooker 
commentator and supporting 
another of his passions - Hearts 
FC. 

But in 2014 it was revealed 
that Hendry had left his wife and 
had moved to the south of 
England to pursue a relationship 
with a children’s entertainer and 
actress, Lauren Thundow. 

His ex-wife Mandy kept the 
house but she’s now put their 
former family home on the 
market with agent Savills (0131 
247 3738) for £1.2 million.

ou may not know 
who Boris 
Pasternak is but 
you’ll recognise 
the name of his 
most famous book, Doctor 
Zhivago, the epic love story 
set in Russia during the run 
up to the First World War. 

The book was finished in 
1956 but immediately banned 
in Russia and not published 
outside until a year later, 
albeit to worldwide acclaim. 
The epic story, which 
includes a bewildering array 
of characters and locations, 
received an even wider 
audience when it was turned 
into a film in 1966 by British 
director David Lean. 

Starring Omar Sharif, Julie 
Christie, Rod Steiger, Alec 
Guiness and Tom Courtenay, 


the film was a huge global 
box-office success and won 
five Academy Awards. 

Boris Pasternak was not 
only a novelist but a member 
of a high-achieving family. 

His father Leonid was a 
famous impressionist painter 
while other family high-fliers 
have included a renowned 
biochemist and a philosopher. 

The most recent member of 
the family to win acclaim is 
UK-based author and 
journalist Anna Pasternak, 
Boris’s great grand-daughter. 
She is most famous for her 
1994 book Princess In Love, 
which revealed the love affair 
between Princess Diana and 
James Hewitt. 

She has written a new book 
due to be published soon, 
Lara, which explores the love 


story said to be the 
inspiration for Doctor 
Zhivago - the long affair that 
took place between her great 
grandfather Boris Pasternak 
and his mistress Olga 
Ininskaya. A six-part TV 
series based on the book is 
also to follow.

TV’s Carol Vorderman should 
know a thing or two about 
property.

She is recorded living in 
several addresses including 
townhouses at Cresswell Place in 
Chelsea, where she lived with 
her first husband during the 
1920s, as well as a house in 
Camden where she wrote three 
novels including Murder on the 
Orient Express. 


She also lived at 58 Sheffield 
Terrace from 1934 to 1941, where 
she is said to have written 16 of 
her novels including Death On 
The Nile. 

Her last London address was a 
flat at Swan Court in Chelsea 
where several novels including 
The Mousetrap were penned. A 
flat is currently available for sale 
within the building with agent 
Pastor Real Estate (020 3195 9595) 
at £999,999.

A £20 MILLION facility has been 
opened by Jaguar Land Rover 
(JLR) to create some of the world’s 
most desirable cars. 

The new headquarters of JLR’s 
Special Vehicle Operations (SVO) 
division has the ability to turn 
out more than 5,000 bespoke 
models a year. 

Hand-finished and crafted to 
the hilt the cars can be painted in 
any colour required with luxury 
interiors decked out to individual 
specification. 

Elite buyers can spend up to 
£50,000 embellishing their cars to 
make them absolute one-offs, 
taking personalisation to the 
extreme. 

Much of the 20,000 square 
metre SVO site in Coventry - 
close to Jaguar’s spiritual Browns 
Lane home in the city - is taken 
up with an ultra-modern paint 
shop covering the equivalent of 
46 tennis courts and including 
more than 500 metres of track. 

JLR says that from 36 primary 
colours there are 288 paint 
permutations and individual 
hues can be mixed on demand. 

There’s also a choice of satin, 
matt, metallic or deep lustre 
ChromaFlair finishes and each is 
baked to perfection at 140 
degrees centigrade for 40 



minutes. Primer coats used in the 
treatment have the heat turned 
up to 180 degrees and the whole 
paint process involves robotics as 
much as traditional hand-spray 
techniques. 

The result is models that look a 
million dollars in colours not 
normally seen on the likes of 
Range Rovers or Jaguar F-TYPEs - 
and each denoted by special SVO 
badges front and rear. 

The paint shop is also geared up 
to cater for regular buyers who 
want a special paint finish with 
the bodies being transported by 
road from JLR’s Solihull factory. 

The opening of the building 


comes two years after JLR set up 
the specialist team headed by 
former Land Rover boss John 
Edwards. 

With 200 employees at the new 
works SVO now has a workforce 
of more than 1,000 producing 
specialist vehicles such as the 
Range Rover Sport SVR, the 
Range Rover SVAutobiography 
and the Jaguar F-TYPE SVR. 

Production is carried out under 
Fl-style conditions in a dust-free 
environment. 

Vehicles being worked on are 
protected by mat covers bearing 
the legend ‘Passion for Perfection’ 
- a mission statement if ever 


there was. Models being prepared 
included armoured Land Rovers 
for VIPs as well as examples of 
the Project 7 F-TYPE 200mph 
high performance roadster of 
which only 250 are to be 
produced. 

The SVO team is also tasked 
with looking after classic Jaguars 
and Land Rovers from around the 
world and as well as restoration 
work it is also producing parts to 
keep the cars in working order. 

A similar operation is being 
created for classic Land Rovers 
where donor vehicles will be 
returned to their former glory 
and sold on.

AUDI’S best selling A3 has just 
been given a major revamp 

- with sharper styling, new 
engines and new technology. 

But although the model is 
available in four guises - three- 
door hatchback, five-door 
Sportback, saloon and cabriolet 

- traditionally it’s the three-door 
that seems to dominate our 
roads because of its entry level 
price tag. 

The introduction of a new 
1.0-litre, three-cylinder I 15bhp 
petrol engine means the new 
third generation A3 will be 
available from £ 19,365 as Audi 
follows the trend towards small¬ 
er but more powerful engines 
with lower insurance premiums 
and no road tax. 

Along with its siblings the latest 
three-door now gets a new 
“face” with a more aggressive, 
wider grille as well as flatter 
headlights with distinctive jagged 
bottom edges. At the rear of the 
car there are new look bumpers 
and a wider diffuser while new 
alloy wheel designs and new 
exterior colours have created a 
fresh new image. 

There are no dramatic changes 
to the interior but you can now 
order it with the same virtual 
cockpit first seen in the Audi 


TT - which allows the speedom¬ 
eter and rev counter to reduce 
in size to allow for a sat nav 
screen - and charge your smart 
phone simply by placing it in the 
armrest. 

The latest advances in technol¬ 
ogy means the car is now avail¬ 
able with a variety of assistance 
systems including one which 
takes over the driving in slow 
moving traffic jams. 

And while the new model 
brings with it new engines Audi 
has retained some tried and 
tested ones from the outgoing 
range, including the 1.6-litre TDI 
Sport. 

And just a few minutes behind 
the wheel showed why this is 
still a best seller with gutsy 
performance and plenty of 
torque from a car priced at 
£22,480. 

During my drive I couldn’t 
match Audi’s official fuel 
consumption figure of 72.4mpg 
but did record a respectable 
56mpg from a model with a 
0-62mph time of 10.5 seconds 
and top speed of 124mph. 

The first A3 took to the road 
in 1996 rapidly becoming one of 
Audi’s most successful cars. 

The latest revamp marks the 
German luxury car maker’s 
determination to ensure that 
sales continue to stay buoyant.

Peugeot, Citroen, DS reveal real MPG By: Stewart Smith 


IN the wake of the emissions scandal involving Volkswagen 
the French car group PSA which makes Peugeot, Citroen 
and DS vehicles has decided to release data which shows fuel 
consumption in real world diving conditions. Instead of relying 
on strictly controlled laboratory tests which are mandatory 
for all new cars in Europe, the French manufacturer has 
elected to reveal independent data calculated with two non¬ 
governmental organisations, Transport & Environment and 
France Nature Environment. The measurements of 30 PSA 
models were made on public roads open to traffic (15.5 mile 
urban, 24.2 miles rural and 19.2 mile motorway) and under 
real-life driving conditions, notably with passenger and luggage 
loads, road gradients, and the use of air-conditioning systems. 
With consumer confidence in car testing falling the PSA Group 
decided to publish real-world fuel consumption data for its 
cars in order to be transparent with customers. It is a world 


first initiative in the automotive industry. Under the new test 
regime a Peugeot 108 1.2 PureTech petrol model which would 
have been rated at 65.5mpg under the standard test, returned 
46.4mpg under the new PSA real-world test. Gilles Le Borgne, 
executive vice president for research and development at PSA, 
said: “The PSA Group has published real-world consumption 
data for 30 Peugeot, Citroen and DS models, in line with the 
commitment to transparency as part of its drive to continuously 
provide customers with more information, and the group will 
publish figures for another 20 models by the end of the year 
and introduce a simulator allowing customers to reduce their 
fuel consumption depending on driving conditions, thereby 
lowering their C02 emissions. “In 2017, the PSA Group will 
move to the next level by extending measurements to pollutant 
emissions of nitrogen oxides in customer driving conditions.”

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Td race at Silverstone every week’ 
says Hamilton after hat-trick win

Lewis Hamilton’s victory in the 
2016 British Grand Prix last 
Sunday was his fourth at 
Silverstone, but the three-time 
Formula One world champion 
wasn’t taking his latest success in 
Northamptonshire for granted. 

Hamilton made history on 
Sunday by becoming the first 
driver to win the British Grand 
Prix for the third year in a row, as 
he finished six seconds ahead of 
his Mercedes teammate Nico 
Rosberg, with Red Bull’s Max 
Verstappen finishing third. 

It rounded off a dominant week¬ 
end for the 31-year-old Brit, who 
was fastest in all three practice 
sessions before qualifying in pole 
position on Saturday. 

During the second round of 
qualifying, Hamilton even pro¬ 
duced the fastest lap ever seen at 
Silverstone at lmin 29.243secs 
and led almost from start to finish 
in a race that began in wet condi¬ 
tions in front of a crowd of 135,000. 

He is now just one point behind 
Rosberg in the Drivers’ 
Championship after the German 
was penalised for breaking radio 
transmission rules and Hamilton 
was determined to enjoy his 
moment. 

He said: “It never gets old, that’s 
for sure, and it always feels like it’s 
the first time. Today really, really 
felt like it did in 2008 when I won 
here [for the first time], but on a 
bigger scale. The energy is so 
much higher and so much electri¬ 
fying here this weekend. 

“Every time I come back here it’s 
growing. They say the sport’s 
struggling, but then you come 
here and you see the real core and 
the real heart of the sport. 

“I’d happily race here every 


week. The weather’s kind of up 
and down, but that’s what makes 
the British Grand Prix. 

“When you ask any driver, even 
me, what kind of race do you want, 
mostly you’d say you want it to be 
dry, but I think with it raining 
then drying I just think it makes 
the spectacle so much better.” 

There was controversy towards 
the end of the race, as Rosberg 
struggled with his gearbox nine 
laps after overtaking Verstappen 
at Stowe. 

Rosberg held on to secure 
Brackley-based Mercedes their 
third one-two of the season, but 
he was handed a ten-second pen¬ 
alty on Monday after Mercedes 
were found to have gone beyond 
the degree of help they are enti¬ 
tled to give their driver over the 
radio during a race. 


Mercedes’ team boss Toto Wolff 
said: “I think the basic idea of lim¬ 
iting the driver communication to 
not coaching them and making 
them look remote controlled is 
good. But maybe with these tech¬ 
nologies and with the amount of 
electronics it should be allowed 
when there is at least when there 
is terminal failure inside or when 
the driver can’t cope with the 
electronics. 

It was a successful home race for 
the Silverstone-based Force India 
team, as their drivers Sergio Perez 
and Nico Hulkenberg finished 
sixth and seventh respectively. 

Perez was actually fourth at one 
stage before eventually being 
overtaken by Daniel Ricciardo 
and Kimi Raikkonen, while both 
drivers were caught out by the 
first turn at Abbey. 


Although most of the track dried 
out during the course of the race, 
standing water remained in that 
area, which led to several drivers 
having problems with two having 
to retire after sliding off there. 

Hulkenberg said: “It was a lot of 
fun once the track dried up and 
we went to slicks [tyres]. It was a 
hot ride, I can tell you. It was quite 
mental sometimes, especially into 
turn one. 

“It’s massively high speed - you 
usually chuck the car in there, but 
the problem was the outside bit 
where you turn in was still damp 
and wet for quite a long time. 

“You had to be so cautious and [if 
you were] a little bit too aggressive 
or too quick in, it would just send 
you to heaven. I went off two times 
there and I just managed to recov¬ 
er.”

Northamptonshire fell to their sec¬ 
ond County Championship defeat 
of the season as they meekly sur¬ 
rendered against Worcestershire 
inside three days at Wantage Road. 

Set 454 to win after 
Worcestershire had declared on 
324-8 during the third morning, 
Northants never looked like chal¬ 
lenging that hefty target, and were 
dismissed inside 36 overs, having 


lasted only ten more first time 
around in posting 148. 

None of the top order could make 
an impression as they slid to 62-6 
and only cameos from Steven Crook 
and Seekkuge Prasanna took the 
total into three figures, as Matt 
Henry claimed 5-36 for the visitors. 

The margin of defeat was a record 
against Worcestershire and means 
the county are still without a win 
after ten Championship games this 
season and head coach David 
Ripley said his side need to show 
more desire and fight. 

“It was a good honest discussion 
in there, to lose a game by 300 runs 
when the opposition are 50-5 on the 
first day takes some doing,” he said. 

“We were very poor in most ele¬ 


ments; one or two individuals 
escaped with their pride intact but 
the majority of the lads have under- 
performed. 

“This is our bread and butter. I’m 
guilty of this sometimes, we talk up 
the white ball but our mentality is 
we want to compete in red ball 
cricket. There are a lot of tradition¬ 
alists that come and support us and 
we put in a real poor shift for those 
supporters. 

“There’s been poor weather and 
one or two flat pitches but the two 
defeats we’ve had have been crush¬ 
ing and we’ve been very meek and 
folded in both those games and 
that’s not the kind of cricket we 
want to produce. 

“I just want to see a bit more 


desire. The disappointment’s there, 
these lads are a passionate group 
and we do care a great deal, but 
sometimes you’ve got to show you 
care a bit more and dig a bit deeper 
and we haven’t done that over these 
three days.” 

Northants had reduced 
Worcestershire to 54-5 in the first 
morning on Sunday, but from the 
moment Ross Whiteley and Ben Cox 
embarked on the 129-run sixth 
wicket partnership that took the 
first innings total to 277, the visi¬ 
tors dominated the contest. 

They began the final morning on 
181-4, already 310 runs ahead, and 
despite Steven Crook’s two wickets, 
Whiteley’s 45, together with handy 
contributions from nightwatchman 


Ed Barnard and George Rhodes, set 
up a declaration. 

With three overs to see out, Ben 
Duckett, deputising as captain for 
the injured Alex Wakely, was caught 
at short leg off Brett D’Oliveria from 
the last ball before lunch and that 
set the tone for what was to come. 

Northants went into tea 40-4 and 
Richard Levi and David Murphy 
quickly followed after the interval, 
both to Henry, and although Crook 
and Prasanna played their shots in 
cameos of 33 and 31 respectively, 
they both fell on their sword and 
the end was nigh. 

The performance was perhaps 
summed up when last man Monty 
Panesar was run out after a mix-up 
with Muhammed Azharullah.

Northampton Town are currently going through 
an intensive training camp at Loughborough 
University and they looked a little sluggish and 
weary in their defeat to Nuneaton Town in their 
latest pre-season friendly. 

Just as in their opening match at Sileby Rangers, 
manager Rob Page played two very different line¬ 
ups in each half and they struggled for rhythm 
throughout against their National League North 
opponents. 

But Nuneaton, under the charge of former Town 
boss Kevin Wilson, deserve credit for a lively dis¬ 
play that saw them pose plenty of problems as 
the Cobblers were given a more serious work-out 
then the one they had at the weekend. 

Page will hope the combinations will come 
together in the weeks ahead, but the perfor¬ 
mances of Joel Byrom and Lawson D’Ath were 
among the few positives to emerge. 

But the game was clouded at the end by what 
looked a serious injury to midfielder Jak McCourt 
after he landed horribly in his own area, which 


actually brought proceedings to a premature 
close. 

Adam Smith made a return in goal for 
Northampton after missing the match at Sileby 
last Saturday with a minor ankle injury, but 
defender Brendan Moloney wasn’t involved. 

Nuneaton had the first shot in anger after six 
minutes when Elliott Whitehouse took the ball 
forward before fizzing an effort wide of Smith’s 
near post from 25 yards. 

Aaron Phillips then produced an even better 
effort, even if did look hugely ambitious when he 
was winding up, which forced the hosts’ wonder¬ 
fully-named goalkeeper Zeus de la Pas to turn 
the ball past the post. 

The ‘Boro were giving as good as they got with 
their attacking formation, but it left space for 
Sam Hoskins to exploit, as he strode through 
before shooting across goal and wide. 

It was then Nuneaton’s turn to threaten again 
as former Town youngster Sam Warburton had a 
shot deflected wide before Smith pushed out 
Connor Anderson’s header from the resulting 
corner. 

A shaky time for the Northampton back four 
was to bring the opening goal for the non-league 
side, as Zander Diamond slipped in possession, 
allowing Colby Bishop to nick it away from him. 

The forward slid the ball into winger Shaq 
McDonald, who finished nicely beyond Smith, 


and Northampton were to only manage a Marc 
Richards header over the top before the break. 

As they did at Sileby, the Cobblers made a host 
of changes at half-time, with only Phillips and 
youngster James Hammond remaining from the 
first half line-up. 

But Nuneaton continued to threaten and almost 
had a second when Daniel Demkiv played in Joe 
Ironside and David Cornell’s first touch was an 
important one as he turned his effort behind. 

Joe Iaciofano, who impressed three days ago, 
then had a shot deflected narrowly wide after 
some good work down the left by Raheem Hanley 
with what was a much more promising move. 

Unfortunately for Hanley, he didn’t last much 
longer as he went off with what looked like a 
thigh strain. 

The chances were starting to come for Town as 
Ryan Cresswell headed D’Ath’s corner over, 
before the latter forced a good save out of David 
Snedker after seizing on a loose ball. 

Rod McDonald then should have equalised 
when he somehow headed against the post from 
a couple of yards following another D’Ath set- 
piece. 

Teenager Josh McCammon stopped the 
Cobblers falling 2-0 down when he cleared a ter¬ 
rific header from Jordan Keane off the line, but 
his teammates were unable to find a way through 
at the other end.

Kettering’s Charley Hull was one of 
four golfers selected to represent 
Great Britain at the Olympic Games 
in Rio on Wednesday morning. 

At 20 years of age, Hull is the 
youngest of the Brits looking to win 
gold as golf makes its return to the 
Games for the first time since St 
Louis in 1904. 

The other players named were 
defending Masters champion Danny 
Willett, 2013 US Open winner Justin 
Rose and 2009 Women’s Open win¬ 
ner Catriona Matthew. 

Hull travels to Rio in good form 
having tied second at this year’s 
ANA Inspiration at Dinah Shore, 
California and she also has one 
European Tour victory to her name, 
having come out on top in the 2014 
Lalla Meryem Cup in Morocco. 

She competed at the US Women’s 
Open last week at CordeValle, but 
sadly just missed the cut as she 
carded rounds of 74 and 75. 

Hull said: “I can’t wait to represent 
Team GB in Brazil. It is such an hon¬ 
our to be selected and I am looking 
forward to every moment of the 
experience. I am so excited to be 
part of the team and stay in the vil¬ 
lage and meet so many of the ath¬ 
letes I admire. I think it will be the 
most amazing week and I will be so 
proud to be able to call myself an 
Olympian.” 

Golf’s inclusion in the Olympics 
has been full of controversy, with 
the top four male players in the 
world - Jason Day, Jordan Spieth, 
Rory Mcllroy and Dustin Johnson - 
all withdrawing. 

While that has added fuel to those 
arguing that the sport shouldn’t be 
included due to it not being the pin¬ 
nacle of the men’s game, there has 
only been one high-profile with¬ 
drawal on the women’s side. 

The women’s competition will take 
place from August 17-20 at the new 
Olympic golf course, set within the 
Reserva de Marapendi.

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Kleinveldt is ready 
to make his return

Northamptonshire are set to wel¬ 
come South Africa international 
Rory Kleinveldt back from injury 
for their NatWest T20 Blast match 
with Durham on Friday. 

Kleinveldt hasn't played since 
suffering a side strain in produc¬ 
ing his explosive century against 
Nottinghamshire in the One-Day 
Cup in early June, depriving 
Northants of a player who can do 
damage with bat and ball. 

The 33-year-old’s return comes at 
an important time for the county, 
who have had a rough week on the 
field having been thrashed by 311 
runs by Worcestershire in the 
County Championship. 

The question for head coach 
David Ripley now is who to leave 
out to accommodate him, as 
Richard Gleeson and Moin Ashraf 
have thrived as opening bowlers in 
his absence. 

Ripley said: “About a week ago, 
we mapped out with Rory what we 
thought we’d do and playing 
against Notts last week was a pos¬ 
sibility at that stage. 

“It was just too much of a gamble, 
I think, given the seriousness of 
his injury, to rush him back. The 
form we’ve shown while he’s been 
away has meant that we didn’t 
think we had to rush him back. 

“It’s more [like] give him another 
week, step up his cricket and then 
he’ll be absolutely 100 per cent by 
the time we go to Durham and 
then hopefully available for some 
big games after that. 

“He’s chomping at the bit to get 
back and I think that was half of 
the decision we had to make - just 
to hold fire a bit and not rush him. 

I think it’s a sensible decision that 
we’ve taken more of a safe route.” 

One more win for Northants 
would virtually put them into the 
quarter finals for the third time in 
four seasons and they won the 
reverse fixture by seven wickets. 



Shouldering the pain

Northampton Town’s Jak McCourt suffered 
what looked like a nasty injury to his left shoul¬ 
der in their pre-season friendly at Nuneaton 
Town on Tuesday night, but manager Rob Page 
has revealed the midfielder hasn’t broken any 
bones. 

McCourt fell heavily in defending a corner 
towards the end of the Cobblers’ 1-0 defeat, with 
the referee actually finishing the game early so 
the 21-year-old could receive treatment. 


Despite being in tremendous pain, the sum¬ 
mer signing from Barnsley was able to walk off 
the pitch with his arm in a sling before being 
taken to hospital. 

The full extent of McCourt’s injury has yet to 
be revealed, but the result of the initial x-ray has 
at least brought some positive news. 

Page said: “Jak hasn’t broken any bones, which 
is good news. We think his shoulder may have 
popped out and gone straight back in again so 
he will be having an MRI scan to see if there is 
any ligament or muscle damage in the area. 

“We may not know the results of that scan until 


Thursday, but for now we are pleased and 
relieved that he didn’t suffer any broken bones.” 

McCourt’s wasn’t the only injury suffered on 
what was a trying evening at Nuneaton as fellow 
new addition Raheem Hanley was forced off 
after half-time due to a thigh strain. 

Page said: “We’ll have to have a look at that 
one. His first run - his first sprint that he’s done 
- he’s felt his thigh, so we didn’t think twice, we 
brought him off. We asked him if there was a 
problem and he gave it a couple of minutes, but 
obviously it wouldn’t go away so we’ve taken 
him off not to make it any worse.”
